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Call For Nominations 
Of Officers For GSNA 

The Officers of the Garden State Nu¬ 
mismatic Association are elected every 
two years and 1976 is an election year. 

In accordance with G.S.N.A. by-laws, 
Article VI, Section I, the elected officers 
of the Association shall be: President; 
1st Vice-President; 2nd Vice-President; 
Secretary; and Treasurer. 

Nominations shall be submitted in 
writing to the Election Committee 
Chairman, Ed Smith, P.O. Box 125, Haz- 
let, New Jersey, 07730, by any member 
entitled to vote, not earlier than Decem¬ 
ber 1st and no later than December 15, 
1975. A nominee must be a member who 
is entitled to hold office under Article 
I, Section 2, and Article VI, Section 1.

The American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion presented one of its highest awards, 
the Medal of Merit, to Valentine “Val” 
Pasvolsky, of Lakewood, N.J. at its 
annual convention in Los Angeles in 
August. 

Pasvolsky, ANA District Representa¬ 
tive in New Jersey, was cited for his dis¬ 
tinguished service to numismatics. Out¬ 
standing among his efforts in behalf of 
the hobby have been his exhibits and 
lectures in all 50 states and a number 
of foreign countries. His exhibits are 
representative of his extensive collec¬ 
tions of American Indian artifacts and 
Colonial currency. 

Interestingly enough, Pasvolsky did 
not become involved in numismatics un¬ 
til 1964, when he retired from the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineeis. He had, how¬ 
ever, been studying and acquiring In¬ 
dian material for many years, and it 
was the “wampum” facet of his interest 
that led him to join the ANA. 

The Medal of Merit is an impressive 
silver piece bearing Pasvolsky’s name, 
and was a surprise presentation to him 
by Virginia Culver, ANA president. 

In the citation accompanying the 
award, the ANA mentioned both Pas¬ 
volsky’s prolific travels and also that 
“your knowledge, your vitality, your in¬ 
terest in this hobby has been shared not 
only by fellow numismatists but in 
schools, hospitals, and service clubs, 
too.” 

Pasvolsky’s lectures and exhibits have 
not been limited to coin organizations, 
but he has also spoken before school 
classes, Boy Scout meetings and many 
other groups. 

Pasvolsky was obviously moved by the 
bestowal of the Medal of Merit, and 
modestly accepted in a few simple 
words. 

“This is one of the finest tributes I’ve 
ever received,” he said. “The only thing 
that topped this was the dinner in my 
honor in New Jersey.” 

Pasvolsky was referring to the testi¬ 
monial dinner hosted by the Garden 
State Numismatic Association last Feb¬ 
ruary in Hazlet. Over 100 persons at¬ 
tended that affair, including most of 
the top ANA officials. 

The Medal of Merit was not the only 
award Pasvolsky obtained in Los An¬ 
geles, however. His exhibit of Colonial 
paper money took second prize in the 
category of obsolete paper money at the 
August convention. He has won hun¬ 
dreds of awards at ANA and other coin 
conventions and shows over the years, 
including numerous firsts and “best-in¬ 
shows.”

CALL FOR NOMINATIONS 
OF OFFICERS FOR G.S.N.A. 

(Continued from page 1) 

In order to be a candidate for office, a 
member must receive at least five (5) 
nominations from member clubs in good 
standing and at least five (5) nomina¬ 
tions from individual members in good 
standing. No member may nominate 
himself nor nominate a number of can¬ 
didates for office in excess of the num¬ 
ber to be elected therefor. It is sug¬ 
gested that the member include his or 
her membership number to facilitate 
the recording of nominations. 

The Secretary shall promptly write to 
each nominee notifying him or her of 
such nominations and requesting a 
written acceptance or refusal. No nom¬ 
inee may accept a nomination for more 
than one elective office in any one 
election. The President shall not b e eli¬ 
gible for reelection to the office of 
President, but is eligible for election to 
other elective offices. Nominations shall 
be^accepted or declined by January 15 , 

The secretary shall cause a current 
list of nominees and their actions there¬ 
on to be published in the Winter Issue 
of the N.J .N.J. of the election year. The 
Election Committee Chairman shall ob¬ 
tain and publish in the Winter Issue of 
the N.J.N.J. for such year a biography 
not exceeding 250 words in length, of 
each nominee who has so accepted a 
nomination; such biography shall in¬ 
clude a record of services to the Associ¬ 
ation and to numismatics in general. 

Article VI, Section 3 provides that an 
Election Committee, designated by the 
Executive Council, shal cause the names 
of such nomines who have so accepted 
to be printed on official ballots without 
place of residence appearing on the 
ballots. Each member entitled to vote 
will receive a ballot listing the nominees 
for various offices. After registering his 
or her choices, the ballot is to be mailed 
by each member directly to the Nomin¬ 
ating Committee and received on or 
before April 15, 1976. 

Your vote is your voice in the Associ¬ 
ation.

Ten Tips for the 
Coin Collector

Not too many years ago, nu¬ 
mismatics was a leisurely and 
uncomplicated pasttime. Scarce 
and high quality coins traded at 
modest premiums over their 
face values, and collections of 
substantial variety and depth 
could even be assembled from 
circulation. 

But times change, in numis¬ 
matics as in everything else. 
Coin collectors today face 
strong competition for the rare 
dates they need to fill sets, and 
especially for the limited num¬ 
ber of coins which have surviv¬ 
ed the years in superior condi¬ 
tion. Coin values have thus ris¬ 
en to a point where collectors 
are forced to budget their pur¬ 
chases carefully, and choose 
wisely. At current price levels, 
mistakes can be expensive.

Read books on the subject; 
study coin publications; and 
join a club, where you can learn 
from others. Learn to attribute 
and grade coins accurately. En¬ 
courage your club to conduct 
educational programs, and take 
part in them. 

2. Set a goal that is attainable. 
Many collectors reach a road¬ 
block because of the price or 
unavailability of key pieces. 
This kind of frustration is com¬ 
pletely unnecessary. You have 
ample information at your dis¬ 
posal on prices and market sup¬ 
ply—use it to plan your collec¬ 
ting objective. 

3. Money invested in coins 
should be considered as spent. 
Don’t count on it for emergen¬ 
cies; put only what you can af¬ 
ford into your collection. 

4. Don’t put all your eggs in one 


basket (or all your coins in one 
album). Diversify a little, so 
that you will not lose out if your 
particular specialty declines in 
value or just stagnates. 

5. Develop as many contacts as 
possible. Each dealer and col¬ 
lector you meet is a “contact”. 
As others learn of your area 
of interest, they will help you 
locate the items you are seeking. 
Try to help others, too—you’ll 
be repaid many times over. 

6. Coin collecting is a hobby, not 
a business — don’t expect to 
make a profit on every sale or 
trade. If you change your mind 
about a purchase, or discover 
you’ve made a mistake, get 
what you can out of it and 
move on to the next purchase. 
The earlier you reinvest, the 
greater your opportunity for 
profit on the new acquisition. 
If you hold out for the last 
nickel, it may cost you dollars. 

7. Buy the best quality you can 
afford. You’re better off invest¬ 
ing in one quality coin than in 
several inferior ones. There’s 


always a market for the best 
quality coins. 

8. There are no bargains—every 
underpriced coin has some flaw. 

The most common abuse in the 
hobby is overgrading. Let each 
coin stand on its own merits, 
and don’t be influenced by la¬ 
bels. Obtain a good quality 
magnifying glass, and learn to 
use it properly. 

9. Maintain records of your 
coins and their cost. Good rec¬ 
ords are essential for control¬ 
ling the amount of your invest¬ 
ment relative to your living 
costs and emergency needs. You 
will also need records to point 
out when stronger security 
measures are required and for 
making insurance claims if you 
ever have a loss. 

10. Keep your coins in a secure 
place. This means a bank vault, 
not a fishing tackle box under 
your bed. And when the value 
of your collection exceeds the 
amount you can afford to lose, 
have it adequately insured.

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Organized Numismatics 


We hear a lot these days about 
organized labor . . . organized busi¬ 
ness . . . organized baseball. And 
with the almost unbelievable 
growth of coin collecting as a hobby, 
it isn’t at all surprising that we hear 
more and more about organized 
numismatics. 

"Organizations” mean many dif¬ 
ferent things to many different 
people. Yet, it always relates to the 
effective promotion and perpetua¬ 
tion of a common interest. 

Few of us would get any great 
personal satisfaction in collecting 
coins if we had no opportunity at 
all to share that interest with others. 

It is human nature notonly to talk 
about our hobbies but to brag a 
little bit about our progress in pur¬ 
suing them! 

That’s just one of many reasons 
that coin shows, exhibits and con¬ 
ventions are so popular. 

The interest of businessmen in 
matters affecting all of them is evi¬ 
dent in the continuously growing 
memberships of chambers of com¬ 
merce at the local, state and na¬ 
tional levels. Progressive lawyers 
participate in the projects and 
programs of bar associations, 
physicians in medical societies, 
farmers in cooperatives and sports¬ 
men in a wide variety of clubs 
having highly specialized interests. 

It is difficult to name any group 
of persons whose common cause 
has not been advanced through 
organization. Coin collectors can’t 
afford to be the exception. 

Ideally, "organizednumismatics” 
should start at the local level . . . 
at geographical locations "closest 
to home.” 

With rapid advances in transpor¬ 
tation and communication, it has 
many times been said that the 
world is getting smaller and 
smaller. We can travel hundreds 
and even thousands of miles in a 
matter of hours. Our neighbors are 
no longer limited to the folks next 
door, in the same town, or even in 
the same county, state or country. 

Coin clubs have been organized in 
almost countless numbers of com¬ 


munities throughout the length and 
breadth of this country and in other 
lands. 

Joining the one which serves your 
area is the first step toward per¬ 
sonal participation in organized nu¬ 
mismatics. The cost of membership 
is small. The benefits, by contrast, 
are great. And the greatest of them 
is the opportunity for personal con¬ 
tact with those having similar 
interests. 

Membership is regional or nation¬ 
al numismatic clubs or associations 
is the next important step toward 
reaping the rewards of organized 
numismatics. And, like the smaller 
local clubs, what you get out of 
them depends pretty much on what 
you put into them. 

Merely holding a membership 
card or being on a mailing list isn’t 
enough. 

It is essential that you know all 
there is to know about the activities 
and services of the numismatic 
organizations to which you do or 
should belong. It is equally impor¬ 
tant that you use such services if 
you are to derive maximum benefit 
from your membership. 

Numismatic publications can be 
extremely helpful in keeping you 
familiar with the purposes, plans 
and programs of numismatic organ¬ 
izations at all levels. If you are 
unable to participate in the meet¬ 
ings of coin collectors to the extent 
you’d like, you in this way learn 
by reading what you would other¬ 
wise miss completely. 

This is an area in which speciali¬ 
zation is making great strides . . . 
a time when every opportunity 
should be utilized to become expert 
in the fields of our own specialties, 
numismatics included. 

There are no substitutes for ed¬ 
ucation and experience. Organized 
numismatics provide both. 

Familiarity with the purposes and 
work of numismatic organizations 
at the regional and national levels 
in particular will help you to decide 
which ones best meet your needs. 

As a practical matter, the extent 
of your personal participation in 


organized numismatics will be de¬ 
termined by the seriousness and 
sincerity of your interest in the 
hobby. But whether you are a 
beginner or an advanced collector, 
you do need organized numismatics 
and it does need you! 

In summary, organized numisma¬ 
tics is capable of doing collectively 
for its members what they cannot 
do individually for themselves. Its 
strength lies in its numbers . . . 
and no chain is stronger than its 
weakest link. 

This editorial first appeared in 
the August 1, 1960, edition of 
Numismatic News. 

At that time its acceptance by 
the collecting fraternity was so in¬ 
stantaneous that it was immediate¬ 
ly reprinted by the Central States 
Numismatic Society for distribu¬ 
tion to all affiliated clubs. 

The ensuing year witnessed the 
receipt of many requests for re¬ 
prints of this editorial. Also a num¬ 
ber of clubs were granted permis¬ 
sion to reprint it in their own club 
publications. 

This editorial once again appear¬ 
ed in the Atlanta A.N.A. Conven¬ 
tion souvenir edition of Numismatic 
News, issued August 7, 1961. 

Through the several years since 
its first appearance in Numismatic 
News, uncounted hundreds of re¬ 
prints of this editorial have been 
distributed to coin clubs and indi¬ 
vidual collectors across the country. 

If carefully studied, it is certain 
that the message delivered in this 
editorial carries with it every bit 
as much significance now as it did 
three years ago, and perhaps even 
more. 

With the present emphasis being 
placed on the commercial aspects 
of the hobby, by a great number 
of collectors, we would like to urge 
the reading of this editorial before 
the mem bersh ip at the next meeting.
